Minutes  of  Annual  Meeting  1987 
Town  of  Allenstown 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  Town  of  Allenstown  was  held  on  March  14,  1987.  Meeting  was  called  to  order  at 
1:00  p.m.  by  Moderator  Dennis  Fowler.  140  people  were  in  attendance. 

Article  1        To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

This  Article  was  taken  care  of  on  March  10,  1987.  The  results  are  known. 

Mr.  Fowler  advised  those  in  attendance  that  there  was  a  petition  for  a  secret  ballot  on  Article  19. 
Under  the  law  five  of  the  registered  voters  who  signed  the  petition  must  be  present  at  the  town 
meeting.  The  names  of  those  present  were  as  follows:  Donald  E.  Coulsey,  Jr.,  Lucille  Longchamps, 
Richard  Perras,  Kimberly  Perras,  Bette  Sargent  and  John  Sargent.  Mr.  Fowler  asked  the  townspeo- 
ple for  permission  to  go  to  Article  19  first  by  secret  ballot.  He  was  granted  permission  to  take  care 
of  Article  19  first. 

Article  19  (By  Petition)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Fifty-six  Thousand 
($56,000.00)  Dollars  for  the  refurbishing  of  the  1976  American  LaFrance  pumper  fire  truck.  (This 
article  is  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

A  motion  was  made  by  Donald  Peloquin  and  seconded  by  Steve  Fowler  to  accept  Article  19  as 
read.  Donald  Peloquin  stated  that  last  year  they  tried  to  appropriate  money  for  a  new  pumper  tanker 
but  were  turned  down.  Their  truck  broke  down  and  after  a  special  town  meeting  were  able  to  pur- 
chase a  pumper  fire  truck  for  $27,500.  They  now  need  $56,000  to  repair  the  cab,  replace  body,  new 
tank  and  new  springs.  Ed  Emond  stated  that  the  truck  as  it  exists  will  get  us  through  two  or  three 
years,  but  with  the  repairs  it  will  give  us  ten  years.  Monte  Rehlander  stated  that  we  were  counting 
on  the  rehab  hospital  for  tax  revenue  and  have  just  learned  they  are  planning  on  moving  to  Con- 
cord. Motion  passed  by  secret  ballot,  79  yes  votes  and  59  no  votes. 

Article  2         To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 
A  Motion  was  made  by  John  Sargent  and  seconded  by  Gabriel  Daneault  to  accept  Article  2  as 
read.  Voted  and  passed. 

Article  3  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  its  Selectmen  to  sell  any  real  estate  which  the  Town  may 
have  acquired  by  deed  as  a  result  of  non-payment  of  taxes,  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  give 
a  deed  in  the  name  of  the  Town  to  the  purchaser  of  such  land. 

A  Motion  was  made  by  Ed  Emond  and  seconded  by  Lucille  Longchamps  to  accept  Article  3  as 
read.  Voted  and  passed. 

Article  4  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  give  a  one  (1%)  percent  discount  on  all  1987  property  taxes  paid 
within  fifteen  (15)  days  after  mailing  of  the  tax  bills. 

A  MoHon  was  made  by  Pat  Houle  and  seconded  by  Albert  Gagne  to  accept  Article  4  as  read.  Voted 
and  passed. 

Article  5  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Town's  representatives  to  the  Court  to  take  all  necessary 
measures  to  insure  that  no  low  level  radioactive  waste  from  the  Seabrook  nuclear  plant  shall  be 
stored  or  disposed  of  within  this  Town  of  Allenstown  unless  and  until  the  proposed  site  of  the  pro- 
posed storage  or  disposal  has  been  approved  by  the  voters  of  the  Town  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting 
by  written  ballot. 


A  Motion  was  made  by  Pat  Houle  and  seconded  by  Roger  Letendre  to  accept  Article  5  as  read.  A 
Motion  was  made  by  Donald  Peloquin  and  seconded  by  Albert  Gagne  to  amend  Article  5  by  replac- 
ing the  word  "Seabrook"  with  "any".  Voted  and  passed.  Article  5,  as  amended,  was  voted  on 
and  passed. 

Article  6  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  Seventy  Thousand  ($70,000.00)  Dollars  to  have 
a  complete  revaluation  by  a  private  appraisal  firm  that  has  been  approved  by  the  Department  of 
Revenue  Administration,  said  revaluation  to  be  completed  for  the  tax  year  1987.  (This  article  is  recom- 
mended by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

A  Motion  was  made  by  Art  Houle  and  seconded  by  Roger  Letendre  to  accept  Article  6  as  read. 
Voted  and  passed. 

Article  7  Shall  the  Town  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  72:1-C  which  authorize  any  town  or  city  to  elect  not 
to  assess,  levy  and  collect  a  resident  tax.  (This  article  is  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

A  Motion  was  made  by  Ernest  Petrin  and  seconded  by  Richard  Bilodeau  to  accept  Article  7  as 
read.  Voted  and  passed. 

Article  8  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  move  the  Bars  and  Gates  on 
Dowst  Road  from  the  beginning  of  Dowst  Road  at  Mt.  Delight  Road  to  a  point  approximately  2,300 
feet  north  on  Dowst  Road  at  the  northern  most  boundary  of  Lot  16  on  Map  V  of  the  Allenstown 
Property  Tax  Map.  The  Bars  &  Gates  to  be  moved  after  that  portion  of  Dowst  Road  has  been 
reconstructed,  at  no  cost  to  the  Town,  in  accordance  to  conditions  set  by  the  Planning  Board  on 
a  subdivision  application.  (This  article  is  recommended  by  the  Planning  Board.) 

A  Motion  was  made  by  Donald  Peloquin  and  seconded  by  Roger  Letendre  to  accept  Article  8  as 
read.  Ed  Emond  stated  that  a  developer  has  asked  us  to  move  the  bars  and  gates.  Dennis  Fowler, 
chairman  of  the  Planning  Board,  stated  that  the  developer  cannot  build  unless  the  bars  and  gates 
are  moved  further  down.  Voted  and  passed. 

Article  9  (By  Petition)  Shall  we  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  72:37  for  the  exemption  for  the  blind  from  pro- 
perty tax?  This  statute  provides  that  every  inhabitant  who  is  legally  blind  shall  be  exempt  each  year 
from  the  property  tax  on  a  residence  to  the  value  of  $15,000.00.  (This  article  is  recommended  by  the 
Budget  Committee.) 

A  Motion  was  made  by  Ed  Emond  and  seconded  by  Gabriel  Daneault  to  accept  Article  9  as  read. 
Voted  and  Passed. 


Article  10  (By  Petition)  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Allenstown  will  vote  to  establish  a  Trust  Fund  pursuant  to  RSA 
31:19a  to  receive  and  hold  money  for  the  purpose  of  establishing,  maintaining  and  upgrading  rural 
water  supply  and  delivery  systems  for  fire  fighting  purposes.  Monies  to  be  expended  by  the  authority 
of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Allenstown.  (This  article  is  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

A  Motion  was  made  by  Richard  Bilodeau  and  seconded  by  Steven  Fowler  to  accept  Article  10 
as  read.  Ernest  Petrin  spoke  on  the  need  to  pass  this  Article.  There  was  a  lengthy  discussion  as 
to  whether  the  town  will  eventually  have  to  pay  any  money.  Voted  and  passed. 

Article  lOA  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Allenstown  will  vote  to  establish  a  capital  reserve  fund  pursuant  to  RSA  35:1 
(Supp.)  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  fire  fighting  equipment  for  the  fire  department. 


A  Motion  was  made  by  Stan  Felong  and  seconded  by  Steve  Fowler  to  accept  Article  lOA  as  read. 
Ed  Emond  spoke  regarding  establishing  trust  funds.  He  said  it  was  better  to  set  up  a  fund  for  each 
department  instead  of  having  one  fund.  There  was  a  discussion  as  to  how  we  could  put  money 
aside  when  we  are  operating  with  a  deficit.  It  was  stated  that  any  money  set  aside  in  a  trust  fund 
would  be  invested  and  interest  would  accrue.  There  was  a  lengthy  discussion  on  this  Article.  Voted 
and  passed. 

Article  lOB  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Allenstown  will  vote  to  establish  a  capital  reserve  fund  pursuant  to  RSA  35:1 
(Supp.)  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  equipment  for  the  highway  department  and  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  Fifteen  Thousand  ($15,000.00)  Dollars  for  said  fund.  (This  article  is  recommended 
by  the  Budy^et  Committee.) 

A  Motion  was  made  by  Roger  Letendre  and  seconded  by  Ernest  Petrin  to  accept  Article  lOB  as 
read.  Voted  and  passed. 

The  Moderator  asked  those  in  attendance  if  they  would  agree  to  Sgt.  Montplaisir,  who  is  not  a 
resident  of  Allenstown,  to  speak  if  it  became  necessary.  Permission  was  granted. 

Article  IOC  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Allenstown  will  vote  to  establish  a  capital  reserve  fund  pursuant  to  RSA  35:1 
(Supp.)  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  equipment  for  the  police  department  and  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  Three  Thousand  ($3,000.00)  Dollars  for  said  fund.  (This  article  is  recommended 
by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

A  Motion  was  made  by  Monte  Rehlander  and  seconded  by  Linda  Welch  to  accept  Article  IOC 
as  read.  Voted  and  passed. 

Article  11  (By  Petition)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Five  Hundred  ($500.00) 
Dollars  to  be  placed  in  the  Trust  Fund  for  rural  water  supply  and  delivery  systems  for  fire  fighting 
pruposes.  (This  article  is  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

A  Motion  was  made  by  Richard  Bilodeau  and  seconded  by  Stan  Felong  to  accept  Article  11  as 
read.  It  was  stated  that  this  money  would  be  used  to  put  chlorine  in  tanks  and  also  to  repair  dry 
hydrants  as  necessary.  Voted  and  passed. 

Article  12  (By  Petition)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  repeal  the  1976  American  Insurance  Association  Fire 
Prevention  Code  and  adopt  in  its  place  "The  BOCA  Basic  Fire  Prevention  Code"  1984  edition  and 
its  revisions.  Both  to  take  effect  upon  passage. 

A  Motion  was  made  by  Ernest  Petrin  and  seconded  by  David  Sartorelli  to  accept  Article  12  as 
read.  Ernest  Petrin  stated  that  the  passage  of  this  Article  would  bring  the  town  up-to-date  on  codes, 
and  that  the  only  cost  to  the  Town  is  for  books.  Voted  and  passed. 


Article  13       (By  Petition)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  1985  N.F.P.A.  Number  101  "Life  Safety  Code" 
and  its  revisions.  Said  code  to  take  effect  upon  passage. 

A  Motion  was  made  by  Ernest  Petrin  that  Article  13,  14  and  15  be  addressed  at  the  same  time 
and  seconded  by  David  Sartorelli.  Voted  and  passed. 


A  Motion  was  made  by  Paul  Vezina  and  seconded  by  Lucille  Longchamps  to  amend  Article  15, 
if  it  passes,  to  state  that  the  Town  will  adopt  the  National  Electrical  Code  N.F.P.A.  Number  70, 
1987  edition  and  its  revisions  when  the  state  adopts  the  same.  Voted  and  passed.  Article  13  voted 
and  passed. 

Article  14  (By  Petition)  To  see  if  the  Town  wUl  vote  to  repeal  the  1976  National  Building  Code  and  adopt  in 
its  place  the  1984  "BOCA  Building  Code"  and  its  revisions.  Both  to  take  effect  upon  passage.  Voted 
and  passed. 

Article  15  (By  Petition)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  National  Electrical  Code  N.F.P.A.  Number 
70,  1987  edition  and  its  revisions.  Said  code  to  take  effect  upon  passage.  Voted  and  passed  as 
amended. 

Article  16  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Kimberly  Lane  shown  on  a  plan  of  land  of  Gerald  and  Virginia 
Gagne  recorded  in  the  Merrimack  County  Registry  of  Deeds  as  a  Town  Street.  (This  article  is  recom- 
mended by  the  Planning  Board.) 

A  Motion  was  made  by  Gabriel  Deneault  and  seconded  by  Ed  Emond  to  accept  Article  16  as  read. 
There  was  a  lengthy  discussion  concerning  the  drainage  problem  which  exists  and  that  it  was  not 
the  town's  responsibility  to  fix  it.

ARTICLE  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  shall  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  72:43-F  for  the  adjusted  elderly  exemptions 
from  property  tax.  These  statutes  provide  for  the  following  exemptions,  based  on  assessed  value, 
for  qualified  taxpayers:  for  a  person  65  years  of  age  up  to  75,  $10,000.00;  for  a  person  75  years 
of  age  up  to  80  years,  $15,000.00;  for  a  person  80  years  of  age  or  older,  $20,000.00.  To  qualify, 
the  person  must  have  been  a  New  Hampshire  resident  for  at  least  five  (5)  years;  own  the  real  estate 
individually  or  jointly,  or  if  the  real  estate  is  owned  by  his  spouse,  they  must  have  been  married 
for  at  least  five  (5)  years.  In  addition,  the  taxpayer  must  have  a  net  income  of  less  than  $10,000.00 
or  if  married,  a  combined  net  income  of  less  than  $12,000.00,  and  own  net  assets  of  $30,000.00 
or  less,  excluding  the  value  of  the  person's  residence. 

ARTICLE  3.  (By  Petition)  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Allenstown  will  vote  to  amend  Section  601  of  the  Allenstown 
Zoning  Ordinance  which  describes  the  permitted  uses  in  the  Business  Zone,  as  such  Business  Zone 
is  located  and  bounded  as  shown  on  the  official  Zoning  Map  pursuant  to  Section  302  of  the 
Allenstown  Zoning  Ordinance  to  include  within  the  Business  Zone  the  following  premises:

(11)  S  18°  W  82  feet  to  a  stone  bound  at  other  land  of  said  Clement;  thence 

(12)  S  40°  W  by  other  land  of  said  Clement  80  feet  to  a  stone  bound  near  an  apple  tree;  thence 

(13)  N  77°  30'  W  still  by  land  of  said  Clement  340  feet,  more  or  less,  to  an  iron  pipe;  thence 

(14)  N  17°  30'  E  189.5  feet  to  an  iron  pipe  at  other  land  of  said  Clement;  thence 

(15)  N  84°  30'  W  by  said  Clement  land  50  feet,  more  or  less,  to  a  pipe  in  the  southerly  line  of  a 
proposed  access  highway;  thence 

(16)  S  61  °30 '  W  through  a  cement  bound  and  by  the  Southerly  line  of  a  proposed  access  highway 
580  feet,  more  or  less,  to  a  cement  bound  in  the  relocated  easterly  line  of  the  Turnpike;  thence 

(17)  S  8  °  E  by  said  relocated  easterly  line  of  the  Turnpike  251  feet,  more  or  less,  to  an  iron  pipe 
in  the  original  easterly  line  of  said  Turnpike;  thence 

(18)  S  23  °  30'  E  by  the  easterly  line  of  said  Turnpike  225  feet,  more  or  less,  to  the  point  of  begin- 
ning, and  containing  13.3  acres,  more  or  less. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  negotiate  and  acquire  a  right  of  way  easement  on  property  owned 
by  Joan  McNamara  and  by  Bernard  Riopel  for  purposes  of  ingress  and  egress  over  said  land  for 
construction  and  erection  and  maintenance  of  a  water  tower  by  the  Pembroke  Water  Works. 

ARTICLE  5.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  its  Selectmen  to  sell  any  real  estate  which  the  Town  may 
have  acquired  by  deed  as  a  result  of  non-payment  of  taxes,  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  give 
a  deed  in  the  name  of  the  Town  to  the  purchaser  of  such  land.

ARTICLE  8.  (By  Petition)  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Allenstown  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$58,429.84  for  the  purchase  of  a  1988  Ford  L8000  truck  with  Viking  snowplow  and  wing;  and  a 
Henderson  salt  and  sand  spreader.  (This  article  is  submitted  without  recommendation  by  the  Budget 
Committee). 

ARTICLE  9.  (By  Petition)  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Allenstown  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Nine 
Thousand  Four  Hundred  Ninety  Dollars  ($9,490.00)  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  9  foot  Henderson 
Salt  and  Sand  Spreader  to  be  used  by  the  Highway  Department.  (This  article  is  submitted  without 
recommendation  by  the  Budget  Committee). 

ARTICLE  10.  (By  Petition)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Seven  Thousand 
Three  Hundred  Dollars  ($7,300.00)  for  the  purpose  of  installing  a  new  heating  system  in  the  fire 
station.  (This  article  is  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee).

Dear  Members  of  the  Board: 

As  part  of  our  examination  of  the  various  funds  and  groups  of  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Allenstown,  New  Hamp- 
shire for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1986,  we  reviewed  and  tested  the  Town's  systems  of  internal  accounting 
control  to  the  extent  we  considered  necessary  to  evaluate  the  systems  as  required  by  generally  accepted  auditing 
standards.  Under  these  standards,  the  purpose  of  such  evaluation  is  to  establish  a  basis  for  reliance  thereon  in 
determining  the  nature,  timing  and  extent  of  other  auditing  procedures  that  are  necessary  for  expressing  an  opi- 
nion on  the  financial  statements.  It  was  not  designed  for  the  purpose  of  expressing  an  opinion  on  the  internal 
accounting  control  and  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  weaknesses  in  the  system. 

As  a  result  of  such  review  and  in  an  effort  to  be  of  assistance  to  the  Town,  we  are  submitting  for  your  considera- 
tion a  number  of  findings  and  recommendations  intended  to  improve  operations  and  internal  control.  These  deal 
exclusively  with  the  Town's  operations  and  controls  and  should  not  be  regarded  as  reflecting  upon  the  integrity 
or  capabilities  of  any  Town  employee. 

We  recognize  that  practical  considerations  are  an  important  factor  in  instituting  changes  in  account  procedures 
and  the  system  of  internal  control.  The  Town  must  weigh  the  possible  additional  costs  of  such  changes  against 
the  risk  inherent  in  the  present  procedures  and  systems. 

At  the  outset,  we  are  pleased  to  note  the  overall  improvement  in  the  Town's  financial  picture  as  compared  to 
previous  years,  resulting  from  Town  Selectmen's  prudent  management  of  financial  affairs.  We  were  also  pleased 
to  note  changes  in  Town  personnel  instituted  in  key  positions  during  the  latter  part  of  1986.  We  believe  such 
changes  will  enable  the  Town  to  further  improve  its  operations  in  the  coming  years. 

Tax  Collector's  Accounts 

The  year-end  reports  prepared  by  the  Tax  Collector  during  1986,  were  incomplete  and  inaccurate.  Considerable 
extra  audit  time  was  spent  in  preparing  a  summary  of  warrants,  uncollected  lists  and  reconciling  Tax  collector's 
accounts  with  Selectmen's  records.  We  also  encountered  the  same  problems  during  our  Tax  Collector  audit  for 
the  period  January  1,  1987,  to  March  10,  1987.  With  the  appointment  of  a  new  Tax  Collector,  we  expect  that 
these  problems  will  not  reoccur  in  1987.  We  have  offered  our  assistance  to  the  new  Collector  during  1987. 
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Financial  Reports 

The  Town's  interim  and  year-end  financial  reports  were  prepared  by  an  independent  computer  services  firm. 
Reports  provided  to  the  Town  on  a  monthly  and  year-end  basis  were  inaccurate  and  unreliable.  We  noted  numerous 
mispostings  and  misclassifications  of  receipts  and  disbursements,  necessitating  detailed  analysis  of  various  ac- 
counts and  year-end  audit  adjustments  to  correct  the  reported  financial  data.  It  is  our  understanding  that  the 
Town  has  discontinued  this  service  in  1987,  and  will  be  utilizing  in-house  personnel  for  such  accounting  reports. 

We  recommend  that  the  Town  consider  quarterly  monitoring  of  its  financial  records  until  such  time  that  the  Town 
personnel  familiarize  themselves  with  the  financial  reporting  requirements. 

Deficit  Fund  Balance 

As  noted  in  the  financial  statements,  the  Town's  general  fund  is  in  a  deficit  position  at  December  31,  1986,  in 
the  amount  of  $14,415,  reflecting  a  net  positive  change  in  the  amount  of  $148,793  from  the  year  ended  December 
31,  1985. 

We  recommend  that  the  Town  management  continue  to  review  the  financial  position  on  a  periodic  basis  and 
take  necessary  steps  to  ensure  the  elimination  of  the  remaining  deficit. 

In  closing,  Carri  Plodzik  Sanderson  Professional  Association  appreciates  the  courtesy  and  assistance  extended 
by  management  and  employees  of  the  Town  of  Allenstown  during  the  course  of  our  examination.  If  you  have 
any  questions  regarding  the  matters  in  this  letter,  we  will  be  pleased  to  discuss  them  with  you  at  your  convenience.

TO  THE  CITIZENS  OF  ALLENSTOWN: 

It  is  common  knowledge  that  the  requests  for  police  services  has  increased  in  the  last  few  years,  as  one  can 
see  from  the  statistical  figures  that  have  been  compiled  by  the  police  department.  Along  with  these  increases 
for  police  services,  it  must  be  noted  that  the  crimes  that  are  being  reported  to  the  department  by  the  citizens 
of  Allenstown  have  become  more  serious  and  complex. 

The  department  has  come  to  realize,  that  these  serious  and  complex  crimes  can  be  investigated,  followed  through 
and  prosecuted  without  the  aid  of  outside  law  enforcement  agencies. 

Since  January  1,  1987  the  police  department  has  incorporated  the  tasks  of  investigating  and  prosecuting  cases 
into  one  full  time  Detective-Prosecutor  position.  It  was  further  determined  that  this  position  would  also  be  respon- 
sible for,  conducting  all  investigations  and  prosecuting  cases  involving  the  juvenile  population  of  Allenstown. 

The  departments  training  and  educational  programs  played  a  major  role  in  1987  for  the  departments  full  time 
police  officers.  For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  department,  two  officers  attended  and  graduated  from  federal 
law  enforcement  schools.  Sergeant  Ronald  Montplaisir  graduated  from  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  Firearms 
Instructors  course.  The  training  that  he  was  provided  from  this  school  certified  him  as  the  departments  firearm 
instructor. 

Detective  Michael  Philbrick  graduated  from  the  United  States  Drug  Enforcement  Administration  drug  and  nar- 
cotic investigation  course.  He  also  attended  and  graduated  from  the  United  States  Federal  Law  Enforcement  Train- 
ing Center  on  the  investigative  techniques  of  chOd  abuse  and  exploitation. 

In  closing,  the  police  department  takes  pride  in  its  accomplishments  of  being  able  to  provide  the  citizens  of 
Allenstown  with  professional  police  services.  As  a  way  to  better  provide  these  services,  we  sincerely  hope  that 
you  will  continue  to  support  the  members  of  this  police  department.

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Allenstown  Fire  Department 


To  The  Citizens  of  Allenstown: 

The  year  1987  has  been  a  productive  one.  The  fire  department  responded  to  338  calls. 

Also  in  1987,  Engine  2  was  completely  refurbished.  This  piece  of  equipment  should  now  serve  the  town  for 
many  years. 

The  Fire  Department  has  experienced  a  change  in  leadership  in  the  last  few  months  of  1987.  Chief  Roger  Letendre 
retired  after  30  years  as  a  dedicated  member  of  the  department. 

Steadily,  Allenstown  is  growing.  Housing  and  commercial  properties  are  constantly  being  constructed.  This 
increases  the  demand  put  on  the  fire  department  to  provide  effective  fire  protection.  This  increase  demand,  and 
the  decrease  in  the  number  of  people  applying  for  membership  in  the  department  has  left  the  town  without  day- 
time protection.  Serious  consideration  must  be  given  to  providing  daytime  fire  protection  on  a  full-time  basis. 

The  advent  of  modern  technology  and  the  new  uses  of  plastics  has  created  serious  fire  suppression  problems, 
making  the  training  of  fire  personnel  a  very  important  part  of  the  fire  departments'  operation.  As  new  methods 
of  firefighting  skills  are  being  developed,  the  firefighters  spend  many  hours  learning  these  new  skills.  In  1987 
alone,  the  members  devoted  1500  manhours  to  training.  All  this  is  aimed  at  serving  the  citizens  of  Allenstown 
more  effectively. 

During  the  Fall,  the  Allenstown  Fire  Prevention  Bureau,  firefighters  and  the  Boys  Scouts  of  Troop  270  spent 
more  than  500  hours  introducing  the  "Finder's  Keeper's  Program".  This  program  is  important  to  the  depart- 
ment as  well  as  individuals.  It  lets  the  first  firefighters  on  the  scene  know  the  location  of  individuals  and  of  any 
special  problems  that  may  be  present  at  the  scene. 

We  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  urge  all  citizens  of  the  town  to  purchase  and  install  smoke  detectors 
in  their  homes. 

Once  again,  as  the  members  of  the  fire  department,  we  will  do  our  very  best  to  meet  the  challenges  of  modern- 
day  firefighting. 

In  conclusion,  we  wish  to  thank  all  the  citizens  of  Allenstown  for  the  support  given  to  the  fire  department 
this  past  year.

1987  was  a  very  busy  year  for  Tri-Town.  We  had  929  calls  for  medical  care,  99  more  than  1986.  We  transported

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Concord  Regional  Visiting  Nurses  Association 

The  Concord  Regional  Visiting  Nurse  Association  continues  to  offer  three  major  health  services  to  the  residents 
of  AUenstown:  Home  Care,  Hospice,  and  Health  Promotion. 

Home  Care  Services  respond  to  the  health  care  needs  of  those  patients  with  acute  or  chronic  illnesses  that  re- 
quire skilled  professional  and  paraprofessional  care  so  they  may  return  to  or  remain  in  their  homes.  Emphasis 
is  on  promoting  independence  and  maximum  functioning  of  the  patient  within  the  least  restrictive  setting. 

Hospice  Services  provide  professional  and  paraprofessional  services  to  the  terminally  ill  patient  with  a  limited 
life  expectancy.  The  goal  is  to  enhance  the  quality  of  the  patient's  remaining  life  by  helping  he/she  remain  at 
home  in  comfort  and  dignity.  Emphasis  is  on  pain  and  symptom  management  and  skilled  intervention  to  meet 
the  patient's  special  physical  and  emotional  needs. 

Health  Promotion  Services  focus  on  the  low  and  marginal  income  families  and  individuals  to  prevent  illness 
by  professional  assessment  and  screening  for  health  risks  and  needs,  by  early  intervention  to  prevent,  eliminate, 
or  minimize  the  impact  of  illness  and/or  disability,  and  by  anticipatory  guidance  and  health  teaching.  Services 
rendered  in  the  clinic  setting  are:  child  health,  family  planning,  sexually  transmitted  disease,  adult  screening, 
immunizations,  and  HIV  testing  and  counseling.  Home  visits  are  made  in  crisis  situations  or  when  needed  health 
care  cannot  be  given  in  the  clinic.  Senior  Health  services  are  provided  at  congregate  housing  sites.  Professional 
and  paraprofessional  hourly  home  services  are  provided  on  a  private  fee-for-service  basis.  Emphasis  is  on  pro- 
moting healthy  children,  families,  and  individuals  through  early  intervention  and  health  teaching. 

Health  Education  and  Instruction  is  part  of  each  home  visit  or  clinic  visit. 

Anyone  in  AUenstown  may  request  service;  patient,  doctor,  health  facility,  pastor,  friend  or  neighbor.  All  re- 
quests are  answered,  but  continuing  home  care  will  only  be  provided  with  a  physician's  order. 

A  call  to  the  Concord  Regional  Visiting  Nurse  Association  (224-4093)  between  the  hours  of  8:00  a.m.  -  7:00 
p.m.  seven  days  a  week  is  all  that  is  necessary  to  start  services  or  make  inquiries.  Hospice  staff  is  on  call  (224-4093) 
7:00  p.m.  -  8:00  a.m. 

Federal  regulations  specify  a  charge  is  applicable  to  all  visits.  Fees  are  scaled  for  that  person  without  a  health 
plan  who  is  unable  to  pay  the  full  charge.  However,  for  fee  scaling,  federal  regulations  require  a  financial  state- 
ment be  completed  by  the  patient  or  responsible  person.  Town  monies  subsidize  those  visits  that  are  scaled  or 
that  no  fees  is  collectible. 

This  Agency  is  certified  as  a  Medicare/Medicaid  Provider,  licensed  by  the  State  of  NH  and  is  a  member  agency 
of  the  United  Way  of  Merrimack  County.

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Concord  Regional  Solid  Waste/ 
Resource  Recovery  Cooperative 


The  past  year  was  a  hectic  and  progressive  one  for  the  Concord  Regional  Solid  Waste/Resource  Recovery 
Cooperative  (CRSW/RRC)  as  the  project  to  construct  a  waste-to-energy  incinerator  to  serve  the  27  communities 
in  the  Cooperative  made  significant  progress. 

Early  in  the  year,  the  $48-million  financing  package  for  the  construction  of  the  state-of-the-art  facility  was  com- 
pleted and  secured  after  lengthy  discussions  and  negotiations  with  bond  counsels,  financial  advisers,  industry 
officials,  community  leaders,  legal  counsel,  state  officials  and  others. 

With  the  financing  in  hand,  Wheelabrator  Environmental  Systems  began  construction  of  the  incinerator  facility 
on  the  23.8  acre  site  in  Penacook  in  August  1987.  At  the  present  time  it  is  anticipated  the  facility  will  be  opera- 
tional by  late  summer  of  1989. 

The  Cooperative  also  decided,  after  three  years  of  operations,  to  hire  a  full-time  project  director  to  monitor 
the  construction  of  the  facility,  to  coordinate  location  and  permitting  of  an  ash  disposal  landfill,  handle  ad- 
ministrative responsibilities  and  accounting  and  to  serve  as  a  day-to-day  contact  for  member  communities,  state 
and  federal  agencies  and  other  interested  parties.  After  a  multi-state  search  for  a  project  director,  the  Cooperative 
hired  Ronald  H.  Ford  of  Concord,  former  Director  of  Public  Works  for  the  City  of  Concord. 

At  the  present  time  the  CRSW/RRC  is  joining  with  Wheelabrator  Environmental  Systems  and  the  New  Hamp- 
shire/Vermont Solid  Waste  District  to  contract  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  to  conduct  a  scientific  study 
of  the  affect  of  leacheate  from  landfills.  The  results  of  this  study  will  help  our  Cooperative  to  better  plan  its  ash 
disposal  landfill  for  the  protection  of  our  residents  in  the  generations  to  come. 

While  1987  was  a  busy  year  for  the  Cooperative,  1988  promises  to  be  even  busier  as  the  Cooperative  prepares 
to  continue  its  efforts  to  insure  the  facility  is  constructed  in  a  timely  manner  and  our  member  communities  are 
prepared  to  begin  delivering  their  solid  waste  to  the  facility  for  incineration. 

Together,  we  have  all  come  a  long  way  in  addressing  a  critical  problem  facing  the  State  as  a  whole  and  our 
communities  specifically.  Continued  cooperation  and  hard  work  by  our  member  communities  will  enable  us  to 
bring  this  project  to  fruition  and  successful  operation.

The  Central  New  Hampshire  Regional  Planning  Commission  (CNHRPC)  is  an  association  of  municipalities  in 
central  New  Hampshire.  Eighteen  municipalities  are  within  Merrimack  County  and  two  are  within  Hillsborough 
County.  Merrimack  County  and  twelve  towns  are  currently  members  of  the  Commission. 

The  purpose  of  a  regional  planning  commission  is  to  prepare  a  coordinated  plan  for  the  development  of  a  region. 
RSA  36:45-53  lays  out  the  purpose,  formation,  powers  and  duties,  organization,  finances,  and  relationship  with 
communities  of  a  regional  planning  commission.  RPC's  are  an  extension  of  local  government,  are  operated  by 
member  municipalities,  and  are  advisory  to  them. 

Reactivated  in  1986,  the  CNHRPC  has  offices  at  the  Merrimack  County  Nursing  Home.  An  Executive  Director, 
two  planners  and  a  secretary-bookkeeper  are  currently  employed  by  the  Commission.  The  staff  provides  support 
and  technical  assistance  to  the  Commission  and  member  communities. 

Recent  and  current  projects  include  the  regional  transportation  plan,  regional  septage  action  plan  and  regional 
housing  and  community  development  plan.  The  Commission  is  also  producing  models  and  outlines  for  zoning 
ordinances,  subdivision  regulations,  site  plan  review  regulations,  capital  improvements  plans,  and  master  plans. 

Local  projects  include  four  master  plans,  subdivision  and  site  regulation  and  zoning  ordinance  revision,  grant 
writing,  graphics  and  mapping  assistance,  subdivision  and  site  plan  review,  development  impact  analysis,  water 
resource  management  and  protection  planning,  capital  improvements  planning,  and  circuit  rider  planner  assistance. 

In  the  year  ending  November  30,  1987,  CNHRPC  activities  in  the  town  of  AUenstown  included: 

—  a  meeting  with  the  Industrial  Development  Committee  to  discuss  a  plan  of  action 

—  attendance  at  the  Department  of  Transportation  Town  Officials  meeting  regarding  safety  improvements 
at  the  intersection  of  US  3/NH  28/Granite  Street.

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Minutes  of  the  Allenstown  School  District  Meeting 

The  Allenstown  School  District  Annual  Meeting  was  held  on  Friday  evening,  March  6,  1987,  at  the  Allenstown 
Elementary  School.  In  attendance  were  all  officers  of  the  Allenstown  School  District,  members  of  the  School  Ad- 
ministration and  the  Budget  Committee,  as  well  as  approximately  two  hundred  twenty  five  qualified  voters  of 
the  Town  of  Allenstown. 

The  Moderator,  Dennis  Fowler,  delayed  the  opening  of  the  meeting  fifteen  minutes  to  accommodate  the  number 
of  people  in  attendance.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:15  P.M.  He  then  proceeded  with  the  meeting  accor- 
ding to  the  Articles  presented  in  the  Allenstown  Town  Report,  1986. 

A  petition  was  handed  to  the  moderator  signed  by  ten  registered  voters  of  Allenstown,  requesting  that  a  ballot 
vote  be  taken  on  the  issue  of  kindergarten  funding.  The  Moderator  ruled  that  the  fairest  way  to  do  this  would 
be  to  vote  on  the  budget  by  secret  ballot. 

Article  1         TO  HEAR  THE  REPORTS  OF  AGENTS,  AUDITORS,  COMMITTEES  OR  OFFICERS  CHOSEN 
AND  TO  PASS  ANY  VOTE  RELATING  THERETO. 

Kathleen  Sciarappa,  Principal,  outlined  the  highlights  of  the  past  year  at  the  Allenstown  schools. 
She  outlined  the  visit  that  Governor  Sununu  made  to  the  school.  Special  notice  was  made  of  the 
outstanding  athletic  teams  at  the  school  as  well  as  the  playground  that  was  constructed  by  com- 
munity volunteers.  Also  singled  out  for  special  attention  was  the  twenty  fifth  anniversary  of  Janice 
Kenney  as  a  teacher  and  the  ACES  program, 

Paul  DeMinico,  Superintendent,  also  addressed  the  district  meeting.  The  highlights  of  his  speech 
were  the  ongoing  plans  for  expansion  to  the  Allenstown  Schools,  as  well  as  the  successful  negotia- 
tions of  the  teachers'  contract.  He  also  discussed  the  personnel  changes  that  have  occurred  at  the 
SAU  office  during  the  past  year. 
(A  copy  of  the  reports  submitted  by  both  Principal  and  the  Superintendent  were  included  in  the  Town  Report.)

There  was  no  discussion  and  after  a  voice  vote,  the  article  was  declared  passed. 

Article  3  TO  SEE  IF  THE  DISTRICT  WILL  VOTE  TO  AUTHORIZE  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD  TO  ACCEPT 

AND  EXPEND  ON  BEHALF  OF  THE  DISTRICT  A  SUM  OF  MONEY,  NOT  TO  EXCEED  $54,534.00, 
TO  BE  OBTAINED  FROM  THE  FEDERAL  GOVERNMENT  OR  OTHER  SOURCES  THAT  MAY 
MAKE  SUCH  FUNDS  AVAILABLE  TO  THE  DISTRICT:  PROVIDED  THAT  THE  SCHOOL 
DISTRICT  WILL  NOT  BE  THEREBY  REQUIRED  TO  RAISE  ANY  MONEY  BY  LOCAL  TAXATION

MONEY  FROM  THE  STATE,  FEDERAL  OR  OTHER  GOVERNMENTAL  UNIT  OR  A  PRIVATE 
SOURCE  WHICH  BECOMES  AVAILABLE  DURING  THE  1987-88  SCHOOL  FISCAL  YEAR,  PRO- 
VIDED THAT  SUCH  EXPENDITURE  BE  MADE  FOR  PURPOSES  FOR  WHICH  A  SCHOOL

FISCAL  YEAR. 
(The  Budget  Comviittee  recommended  approval.)

A  motion  was  made  by  Ed  Emond  and  seconded  by  Ernie  Petrin  to  accept  the  budget  recom- 
mended by  the  School  Board.  A  discussion  followed  which  centered  on  two  major  issues:  the  dif- 
ference in  anticipated  revenues  as  given  by  the  School  Bt>ard  and  the  Budget  Committee  and  the 
impact  on  the  tax  rate  of  maintaining  the  kindergarten  program.  Among  those  who  addressed  these 
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issues  were  Rep.  Monte  Rehlander  and  Ernie  Coulombe  of  the  School  Board.  A  motion  was  made 
by  Pat  Boucher,  Budget  Committee  Chairperson,  and  seconded  by  John  Welch  to  amend  the  amount 
to  $2,918,778.  This  amount  would  increase  the  original  motion  by  $75,219.  During  the  discussion 
that  followed,  it  was  pointed  out  that  this  reflected  the  amount  recommended  by  the  Budget  Com- 
mittee, and  that  this  amount  included  maintaining  the  kindergarten  program.  It  was  determined 
that  this  vote,  when  taken,  would  be  a  secret  ballot  vote,  because  of  the  petition  presented  to  the 
Moderator.  A  call  was  made  to  move  to  the  question  by  Roger  Menard  and  seconded  by  Pat  Boucher. 
On  a  voice  vote,  the  motion  to  move  to  the  question  was  passed.  This  was  followed  by  the  secret 
ballot  vote  on  the  amendment.  The  Moderator  stated  that  a  YES  vote  was  a  vote  in  favor  of  the 
amended  figure  and  that  a  NO  vote  was  a  vote  against  the  amended  figure.  Voters  were  checked 
against  the  voting  checklist  and  the  votes  were  counted  by  the  two  checklist  supervisor,  two  Budget 
Committee  members  and  two  people  from  the  body  of  the  meeting.  The  vote  was  113-96  in  favor 
of  the  amendment.  A  brief  explanation  was  given  about  other  items  in  the  Budget.  A  voice  vote 
was  taken  to  accept  the  amount  of  $2,918,778  as  the  budgeted  amount  for  Article  VIII.  On  a  voice 
vote,  this  article  was  declared  passed. 

Article  9         TO  CHOOSE  AGENTS  AND  COMMITTEES  IN  RELATION  TO  ANY  SUBJECTS  EMBRACED  IN 
THE  WARRANT. 
No  committees  or  agents  were  chosen. 

Article  10        TO  TRANSACT  ANY  OTHER  BUSINESS  THAT  MAY  LEGALLY  COME  BEFORE  SAID  MEETING . 
A  motion  was  made  by  John  Welch  and  seconded  by  Linda  Welch  to  adjourn.  On  a  voice  vote 
this  motion  was  declared  passed  at  9:30  P.M.

Members  of  the  Board: 

I  have  examined  the  financial  statements  of  the  various  funds  and  account  groups  of  the  AUenstown  School 
District  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1987,  and  have  issued  my  report  thereon,  dated  September  20,  1987.  As  part 
of  my  examination,  1  reviewed  and  tested  the  District's  system  of  internal  accounting  controls  to  the  extent  I 
considered  necessary  to  evaluate  the  systems  as  required  by  generally  accepted  auditing  standards.  Under  these 
standards,  the  purpose  of  such  evaluation  is  to  establish  a  basis  for  reliance  thereon  to  determine  the  nature, 
timing  and  extent  of  such  auditing  procedures  that  are  necessary  for  expressing  an  opinion  on  the  financial 
statements. 

The  objective  of  internal  control  is  to  provide  reasonable  but  not  absolute  assurance  as  to  safeguarding  of  assets 
against  loss  from  unauthorized  use  or  disposition,  and  the  reliability  of  financial  records  for  preparing  financial 
statements  and  maintaining  accountability  for  assets.  The  concept  of  reasonable  assurance  recognizes  that  the 
cost  of  a  system  of  internal  accounting  control  should  not  exceed  the  benefits  derived  and  also  recognizes  that 
the  evaluation  of  these  factors  necessarily  required  estimates  and  judgements  by  management. 

There  are  inherent  limitations  that  should  be  recognized  in  considering  the  potential  effectiveness  of  any  system 
of  internal  accounting  control.  In  the  performance  of  most  control  procedures,  errors  can  result  from  misunderstand- 
ing of  instructions,  mistakes  of  judgement,  carelessness  or  other  personal  factors.  Control  procedures  whose  ef- 
fectiveness depends  upon  segregation  of  duties  can  be  circumvented  by  collision.  Similarly,  control  procedures 
can  be  circumvented  intentionally  by  management  with  respect  to  the  estimates  and  judgements  required  in  the 
preparation  of  financial  statements.  Further  projection  of  any  evacuation  of  internal  accounting  control  to  future 
periods  is  subject  to  the  risk  that  procedures  may  become  inadequate  because  of  changes  in  conditions  and  that 
the  degree  of  compliance  with  procedures  may  deteriorate. 

My  study  and  evaluation  of  the  District's  system  of  internal  accounting  control  for  the  year  ended  June  30, 
1987,  which  was  set  forth  in  the  first  paragraph,  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  weaknesses  in  the  system 
nor  detect  fraud,  if  any  should  exist. 

The  following  conditions,  while  not  material  weakness  in  internal  accounting  control  merit  your  consideration: 

1.  INVENTORY  OF  FIXED  ASSETS 

As  is  the  practice  with  many  New  Hampshire  School  districts,  the  AUenstown  School  District  has  not  maintained 
a  record  of  its  fixed  assets.  In  order  to  adequately  maintain  control  of  its  existing  fixed  assets,  I  recommend  the 
district  cause  an  inventory  of  these  assets  as  soon  as  practical.  As  part  of  their  long-term  policies.  District  officials 
should  initiate  fixed  asset  records.  Cost  or  consideration  given  is  the  general  accepted  method  for  valuing  fixed 
assets,  and  should  be  recorded  on  all  new  acquisitions.  Where  adequate  documentation  of  cost  is  unavailable 
for  existing  fixed  assets,  an  estimate  of  the  original  cost  is  an  acceptable  standard  under  accounting  principles 
for  governmental  entities.  The  existence  of  fixed  asset  records  will  not  only  aid  district  officials  in  their  control 
of  these  assets,  but  should  be  an  invaluable  tool  in  long-range  planning. 
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2.  SCHOOL  LUNCH  SALES 

Very  little  control  exists  over  School  Lunch  Sales  receipts.  1  recommend  that  the  District  investigate  the  feasibility 
of  implementing  control  mechanisms  at  the  point  of  sale. 

3.  STUDENT  ACTIVITY  FUNDS 

Included  in  the  student  Activities  Funds  is  the  athletic  account,  sums  are  transferred  from  the  General  Fund 
to  this  account  and  individual  checks  are  issued  from  the  athletic  account  to  referees  and  umpires  at  the  time 
the  games  are  played.  This  activity  should  be  accounted  for  under  the  General  Fund. 

4.  PURCHASE  ORDERS 

Presently  purchase  orders  are  being  issued  at  many  different  areas  by  anyone  who  needs  to  purchase  materials. 
It  is  recommended  that  the  purchase  order  issuance  be  centralized  and  persons  needing  to  purchase  materials 
submit  a  request  for  a  purchase  order. 

PUBLICATION  REQUIREMENT 

The  provisions  of  R.S.  A.  71-A:21  require  that  only  this  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  report  of  the  School 
District. 

However,  we  suggest  that  you  consider  the  publication  of  the  entire  report  which  includes  auditor's  opinion, 
financial  statements  and  notes  to  financial  statements.  No  portion  of  either  the  auditor's  opinion,  financial 
statements  or  notes  to  financial  statements  may  be  published  separately. 

I  extend  my  thanks  to  the  officials  and  employees  of  AUenstown  School  District  for  their  assistance  during 
the  course  of  my  audit.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 

Growth  in  student  enrollment  combined  with  the  newly  adopted  state  recommended  elementary  standards 
continue  to  be  the  major  issues  facing  the  school  community.  As  a  result  and  as  an  initial  step  in  addressing 
these  issues,  the  School  Board  proposes  the  purchase  and  renovation  of  the  Armand  R.  Dupont  School  and  a 
renovation  at  the  Allenstown  Elementary  School  as  Phase  I  of  a  two  phase  building  project.  Phase  1  is  presented 
to  the  voters  of  Allenstown  at  the  March,  1988,  school  district  meeting.  Phase  11  of  the  building  project,  will  be 
presented  at  a  later  date— perhaps  as  early  as  March,  1989.  Phase  II  is  the  addition  of  classrooms  to  the  Allenstown 
Elementary  School.  The  Building  Committee,  under  the  leadership  of  Chairman  Frank  Danieli,  worked  very  hard 
throughout  the  year.  I  would  like  to  extend  my  sincerest  thanks  on  behalf  of  the  Allenstown  School  Board. 

The  signs  of  growth  show  very  clearly  as  one  drives  past  the  Allenstown  Elementary  School.  Because  of  the 
action  taken  at  the  March,  1987  annual  school  district  meeting,  the  Allenstown  School  Board  authorized  the  pur- 
chase of  a  modular  classroom  for  the  Allenstown  kindergarten  program.  The  placement  of  the  modular  was  prompt- 
ed by  the  ability  to  tap  into  existing  sewerage  and  water  lines.  The  Board  recognizes  the  temporary  nature  of 
the  use  of  the  modular,  but  until  both  Phase  I  and  Phase  II  of  the  building  program  is  complete,  the  alternatives 
for  housing  the  Kindergarten  are  limited. 

On  another  space  related  topic  and  because  all  five  school  districts  of  SAU  #53  are  experiencing  similar  space 
issues,  an  SAU  wide  space  needs  study  committee  was  organized  to  begin  the  investigation  of  a  cooperative 
or  an  authorized  regional  enrollment  area  (A.R.E.A.)  at  the  middle  grade  level.  All  five  towns  of  SAU  #53  were 
represented  on  the  committee  which  organized  itself  into  three  subcommittees;  enrollment  and  statistics,  cur- 
riculum and  organization  (benefits  of  cooperative  vs.  A.R.E.A.).  The  committee's  consensus  of  opinion  was  that 
a  proposal  to  construct  any  type  of  A.R.E.A.  or  cooperative  middle  school  based  upon  information  collected  by 
the  committee  at  this  time  would  be  unrealistic.  The  committee  further  stated  that,  in  its  opinion,  a  joint  venture 
at  this  time  will  not  be  embraced  by  the  voters  of  the  member  towns.  The  committee  is  in  recess  and  will  reconvene 
later  this  spring. 

On  behalf  of  the  SAU  #53  School  Board,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  committee  for  their  work 
and  their  willingness  to  continue  their  work  later  this  spring.  The  members  of  the  SAU  Cooperative/AREA  Com- 
mittee are:  Allenstown— Chairman  Frank  Danieli,  Leigh  McDonnell,  Donald  Coulsey;  Chichester— Jane  Welch; 
Deerfield— Joan  Bilodeau,  John  Brinkler,  Dennis  Kuczewski;  Epsom— Gary  Benner,  Thomas  Lalish;  Pembroke- 
Jerry  Fleury,  Stanley  Grimes,  Ronald  Rush. 

While  the  Board,  the  principal  and  the  SAU  staff  have  grappled  with  the  space  issues,  the  principal,  teachers 
and  support  staff  have  been  very  active  in  providing  the  children  of  Allenstown  with  the  very  best  in  service 
and  in  program.  Many  after  school  and  weekend  hours  have  been  spent  in  the  development  of  curricula,  specifically 
in  the  areas  of  reading,  middle  school  philosophy,  and  health  education.  The  teachers  and  staff  of  the  Allenstown 
School  District  deserve  to  be  recognized  and  commended  for  their  superior  effort  directed  toward  the  develop- 
ment of  programs  and  for  their  genuine  concern  for  children. 

The  1987  fall  standardized  test  scores  indicated  increases  in  student  achievement  in  a  variety  of  areas  when 
compared  with  1986  scores.  Allenstown  students  have  scored  generally  at  or  around  (slightly  above  and  slightly 
below)  national  averages.  Much  time  has  been  devoted  to  the  analysis  of  these  test  scores  and  as  presented  to 
you  last  year  in  my  report,  I  offer  the  following  cautionary  note  when  one  interprets  and  uses  the  results  of  test 
scores.

.  .  .  standardized  test  scores  are  just  one  component  in  evaluating  school  effectiveness.  Various 
factors  enter  into  fluctuating  test  scores  which  may  include:  matching  what  is  taught  with  what 
is  tested,  the  number  of  students  taking  the  test,  the  ability  of  students  taking  the  test,  the  condi- 
tions in  which  the  test  was  administered,  and  the  amount  of  time  spent  preparing  students  on 
how  to  take  standardized  tests.  The  list  is  certainly  not  all  inclusive.  I  bring  this  information  to 
your  attention  so  that  judgements  are  not  made  on  the  success  or  lack  of  success  of  your  school's 
based  exclusively  on  test  scores  in  a  given  year. 

Upward  trends  in  test  scores  (over  time)  along  with  declining  drop  out  rates,  increased  enroll- 
ment in  honor  classes,  improved  reading  scores,  increased  post  secondary  school  admissions, 
increased  student  leisure  time  in  academic  pursuits  (i.e.  reading,  computer),  and  increased  in- 
terest in  school  activities  show  a  more  accurate  picture  which  reflects  a  positive  evaluation.  If 
these  trends  are  reversed,  the  picture  would  be  negative.  If  trends  are  mixed,  so  is  the  picture. 
The  point  is  that  goals  in  education  are  complex  and  the  measure  of  the  success  or  failure  of  such 
goals  is  complex  as  well.  When  we  look  at  the  Allenstown  picture,  in  its  entirety,  we  have  much 
to  be  proud  of. 
Chapter  I,  a  federally  funded  program  under  the  direction  of  Ms.  Janet  Snyder  of  SAU  #53,  continues  to  pro- 
vide Allenstown  students  remediation  in  the  areas  of  reading  and  mathematics.  These  remedial  instructional  ac- 
tivities are  intended  to  assist  previously  identified  youngsters  on-site  at  the  Allenstown  Elementary  School  and 
at  the  Armand  R.  Dupont  School.  Presently  $55,369.77  in  federal  funds  are  used  for  the  hire  of  six  Chapter  I 
tutors  and  for  the  purchase  of  instructional  materials  and  equipment  to  assist  youngsters  in  their  learning.  The 
Chapter  I  program  serves  a  total  of  71  students  in  grades  1-8.  Federal  funding  for  the  1988-89  school  year  is  ex- 
pected to  continue  and  the  same  level  of  services  are  expected  to  be  maintained. 

While  on  the  topic  of  grants  and  funding  from  out-of-district  sources,  Allenstown  School  District  recently  Qanuary 
15,  1988)  received  approval  of  its  grant  proposal  for  the  purchase  of  computers  for  teachers  sponsored  by  the 
Governor's  Initiative  for  Excellence  program.  This  two-for-one  dollar  match  will  provide  the  Allenstown  School 
District  approximately  $30,000.00  in  state  funds  for  the  purchase  of  computers  for  teachers  and  for  the  training 
of  teachers  in  the  use  of  this  technology.  The  intent  of  the  program  is  to  assist  teachers  in  effectively  performing 
their  professional  responsibilities.  A  public  hearing  will  be  held  during  the  spring  semester  to  provide  the  tax- 
payers further  information  on  the  use  of  these  funds. 

A  newly  organized  Allenstown  P.T.A.  has  been  very  active  this  year.  I  am  very  pleased  to  see  such  enthusiastic 
involvement  on  the  part  of  our  parents,  teachers  and  school  administrators.  The  officers  of  the  P.T.A.  are:  Jo 
Ann  Fowler,  President,  Michael  Phelps,  Vice  President,  Ann  Viar,  Treasurer,  Marilyn  Hoeft,  Recording  Secretary. 
Citizen  participation  in  an  organized  form  such  as  the  P.T.A.  or  other  forms  such  as  periodic  volunteerism  in 
the  Allenstown  School  District,  is  one  important  factor  for  the  success  of  our  schools.  I  thank  you  all  for  your 
involvement  in  the  schools  and  wish  to  encourage  others  to  participate.  Please  feel  free  to  contact  the  officers 
of  the  P.T.A.  or  the  school  principal,  Mrs.  Sciarappa,  should  you  wish  to  become  more  active  in  your  schools. 
Finally,  I  am  pleased  to  bring  to  your  attention  the  hire  of  two  very  capable  assistant  superintendents  who 
have  worked  tirelessly  throughout  this  school  year  to  provide  the  school  districts  of  SAU  )t63  service  and  exper- 
tise in  curriculum,  instruction  and  flnancial  management.  Mr.  Thomas  Haley  was  elected  in  June  to  serve  as 
assistant  superintendent  of  schools.  Tom's  primary  responsibility  is  to  assist  the  school  districts  in  curriculum, 
instruction  and  evaluation  of  programs.  As  most  of  you  know,  Tom  came  to  the  SAU  office  from  Pembroke 
Academy  where  he  served  as  Headmaster  since  February,  1982.  Tom  is  certified  as  an  assistant  superintendent 
in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and  is  presently  completing  a  certificate  of  advanced  graduate  study  (C.A.G.S.) 
from  the  University  of  New  Hampshire.  A  native  of  Massachusetts,  Tom  has  outstanding  experiences  as  a  teacher 
and  school  administrator  prior  to  his  move  to  Pembroke.  Tom  resides  in  Pembroke  with  his  wife,  Jean  and  their 
two  young  children,  Kate  and  Cara.  Mr.  Jack  Henderson  was  elected  in  June  to  serve  as  assistant  superintendent

for  business.  Jack  has  a  strong  academic  background  in  business  and  personnel  management,  with  master's  degree 
in  both  areas.  He  is  certified  as  a  New  Hampshire  assistant  superintendent.  Jack's  past  experiences  as  teacher, 
naval  officer,  town  administrator  and  school  business  administrator,  make  him  a  very  valuable  addition  to  this 
office.  Jack  and  his  wife,  Susan,  and  their  two  sons,  Todd  and  Shawn,  reside  in  Alton  Bay. 

I  thank  you  for  your  support  during  my  first  year  as  your  superintendent  and  look  forward  to  working  with 
you  providing  the  very  best  education  for  the  children  of  Allenstown.

Report  of  the  Principal  1987-88 


Reading,  Writing  and  Arithmetic 

This  year's  slogan  "Get  into  gear,  promote  reading  this  year"  illustrates  our  commitment  to  providing  a  firm 
foundation  in  the  basics. 

While  our  Five  Year  Curriculum  Plan  addresses  all  of  the  academic  areas,  this  year  we  have  been  concentrating 
on  strengthening  our  reading  program.  Our  new  texts  (Grades  1-5)  are  published  by  Harcourt,  Brace  and  Jonavich 
and  were  selected  after  an  exhaustive  search.  Our  accompanying  texts,  published  by  Scott  Foresman,  are  design- 
ed for  students  having  difficulty  in  reading.  Our  middle  school  program  has  become  literature  based  so  that 
students  are  exposed  to  prominent  authors  who  write  in  a  variety  of  styles.  An  analysis  of  our  program,  provid- 
ed by  educators  from  NESDEC  (The  New  England  School  Development  Council)  indicates  that  our  current  reading 
program  is  an  excellent  one! 

Our  second  concern  is  for  writing.  Noting  that  other  schools  have  had  tremendous  success  using  the  Writing 
Process,  a  technique  developed  at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire,  we  currently  have  eleven  teachers  enrolled 
in  the  course.  Our  goal  is  to  develop  student  proficiency  in  written  expression.  The  excellent  participation  in 
the  Young  Authors  competition  is  evidence  that  many  student  are  gaining  skills  in  writing  as  they  author  and 
construct  complete  books. 

Mathematics  continues  to  need  attention  and  this  year  a  team  of  teachers  wrote  a  series  of  activities  designed 
to  help  children  drill  in  areas  of  weakness.  Essentially,  we  are  finding  students  need  more  work  in  broader  areas 
of  math,  but  most  especially  in  simple  number  facts  such  as  the  multiplication  tables. 

Our  goal  in  curriculum  over  the  next  five  years  is  to  differentiate  the  curriculum  so  that  the  most  capable  students 
are  challenged  and  the  less  capable  are  assisted.  We  also  hope  to  work  more  closely  with  learning  styles  and 
developing  varied  techniques  for  approaching  the  material  to  be  learned. 

An  area  that  has  been  receiving  attention  this  year  is  Family  Life  Education.  This  has  arisen  from  the  need 
to  acquaint  students  with  the  dangers  of  AIDS  and  the  health  risks  and  responsibilities.  This  spring,  with  the 
help  of  science  committee  and  a  group  of  parents,  we  plan  to  pilot  our  program. 

Other  committees  are  working  to  refine  our  report  cards  and  strengthen  our  school  wide  discipline.  We  welcome 
community  participation  on  any  of  our  committees. 

We  have  also  worked  this  year  to  adopt  a  philosophy  for  our  middle  school  housed  at  the  Armand  R.  Dupont 
building.  The  philosophy  and  objectives  are  designed  to  reflect  the  needs  of  all  levels  of  students  and  were  writ- 
ten with  the  help  of  the  faculty,  staff,  administration,  students,  parents  and  the  School  Board.  Copies  of  our 
philosophy  will  be  included  in  next  year's  parent  handbooks.

Computers 

Kathy  Scott  and  Penny  Yeaton  have  provided  excellent  leadership  in  the  area  of  computers.  Each  classroom 
has  a  computer  and  Ms.  Scott  and  Ms.  Yeaton  have  provided  appropriate  pieces  of  software  for  each  grade  level. 
As  our  software  library  expands,  the  computers  become  more  meaningful  to  the  students.  This  year  Kathy  Scott 
and  Penny  Yeaton  wrote  a  very  competitive  grant  and  won  monies  on  a  two  to  one  basis  for  our  school.  With 
support  at  the  school  district  meeting  we  will  add  a  total  of  24  additional  computers  for  teacher  use  to  our  school. 

Facing  the  Growth  in  Allenstown 

Southern  New  Hampshire  continues  to  grow  and  our  numbers  reflect  this  growth.  The  younger  children  pour 
into  the  school  and  we  once  again  hired  two  additional  teachers— one  in  readiness  and  one  in  first  grade. 

It  is  not  difficult  to  spot  our  two  additional  classrooms  which  stand  in  modulars  in  the  front  of  the  school. 
This  location  was  necessary  to  connect  the  plumbing  for  the  units.  Our  school  busses  now  park  at  the  fire  station 
to  provide  a  tiny  bit  of  space  for  our  overcrowded  parking  lot.  The  modulars  are  temporary  solutions  until  more 
permanent  space  can  be  arranged.  We  continue  to  house  a  number  of  programs  in  what  used  to  be  the  Allenstown 
Elementary  School  Library.  These  programs  include:  three  grade  5  classes,  occupational  therapy,  art,  music. 
Chapter  I  reading  and  Chapter  I  math. 

The  space  issues  have  been  a  topic  of  great  interest.  The  Building  Needs  Committee  worked  diligently  as  did 
the  Allenstown  School  Board  in  an  effort  to  find  an  affordable  solution.  This  March,  a  bond  will  be  presented 
to  the  town  in  an  effort  to  remedy  the  situation. 

Community  Involvement 

The  big  excitement  this  year  has  been  the  formation  of  an  active  P.T.A.  Sporting  109  members  and  an  executive 
board  comprised  of  Jo  Ann  Fowler  (President),  Mike  Phelps  (Vice  President),  Marily  Hoeft  (Secretary),  and  Ann 
Viar  (Treasurer)  the  P.T.A.  is  off  and  running.  This  group  made  Teacher  Appreciation  Week  really  special,  pro- 
vided prizes  for  our  school  wide  Spelling  Bee  and  Young  Authors  competition,  provided  goodies  at  the  Annual 
Education  Fair  and  is  in  the  process  of  sponsoring  many  activities  and  events.  We  are  fortunate  to  have  an  active 
and  supportive  group  building  our  school  community. 

The  Allenstown  Drama  Club,  under  the  direction  of  Dennis  Giacino  and  Carol  Hurney  sponsored  a  colorful 
and  impressive  production  of  Bamum  at  Pembroke  Academy.  The  talented  middle  school  students  showed  off 
not  only  their  acting  and  singing  but  their  superb  gymnastic  abilities  as  well.  This  school  year,  Tlie  Nerd  and 
two  one  act  plays  have  been  presented  with  a  musical  planned  for  the  spring. 
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Once  again,  the  community  was  most  resourceful  in  sponsoring  the  Grade  8  trip  to  Virginia  and  Washington, 
D.C.  This  was  a  memorable  and  especially  educational  opportunity  for  the  youngsters  as  they  completed  their 
elementary  education. 

Our  athletic  teams  and  coaches  had  a  successful  year  as  the  AUenstown  Eagles  moved  through  the  baseball 
season  with  John  Zachodny,  Vic  Ranfos  and  Carin  Wheeler;  through  the  soccer  season  with  Debbie  O'Connell 
and  Rose  Galligan;  and  through  the  basketball  season  with  Denis  Schaefer,  Dennis  Giacino  and  Debbie  O'Con- 
nell (cheerleading).  Congratulations  to  our  high  spirited  teams! 

Finally,  we  continue  to  receive  contributions  for  the  Armand  R.  Dupont  Scholarship  fund.  This  years  recipient 
was  Lisa  Gendron.  The  scholarship  is  awarded  annually  to  a  graduating  senior  who  has  been  distinguished  for 
school  and  community  service,  has  a  strong  academic  record  and  plans  to  attend  a  post  secondary  school.
